Fort Omaha.—Gen. Sheridan has addressed the following 
despatch to Gen. Chas. F. Manderson, Omaha, Neb.: ** My 
recommendation in reference to the Headquarters Depart- 
ment of the Platte and Fort Omaha have been approved by 
the Secretary of War, and the Headquarters will return to the 
city of Omaha and a permanent post will be constructed at 
Fort Omaha. This change will save a great deal of money, 
and will, I think, be satisfactory to all concerned. I would 
now be glad if you would carry out the arrangement spoken 
of by you when at Fort Omaha.” Gen. Manderson is Chair- 
man of a Committee of Citizens appointed to wait upon Gen. 
Sheridan, with reference to this matter, when he was in 
Omaha in June last. The Omaha Herald says: ‘“* While Gen. 
Sheridan was here Gen. Manderson spoke also of securing for 
the Government the forty-two acres embracing the southern 
part of the fort, which are now leased, and therefore cannot 
under Government rules be the site of permanent buildings. 
The title to the land is in Augustus Kountze as trustee for 
seventy-nine persons, who authorized him to lease it to the 
Government for military post purposes, with the privilege of 
renewal forever, and without compensation. Gen. Mander- 
son's scheme was to obtain a release from such of the persons 
and firms interested as are to be found, and to bring action 
iu equity against the others. [He has since obtained releases 
from fifty-five of the number.] Gen. Sheridan favored this 
plan, because if the Headquarters were removed to the city, 
everything at the fort could be utilized to form a permanent 
garrison, that would be needed here immediately. And in 
the future—and probably before a great while—a camp of in- 
struction would be established.” In reference to the change, 
the Herald says: ‘‘ This change means much more for Omaha 
than appears on the surface. It means a permanent garrison 
at Fort Omaha, regimental headquarters, permanently built 
and maintained. it means permanent headquarters in the 
city of Omaha for the Department of the Platte. It means a 
large annual outlay of money in our city for the purchase of 
current supplies for the Army. It means that the Command- 
ing General and officers and clerical force of the Staff are to 
live and have their social being in this city where they belong, 
which means much for Omaha and our people in ways that 
were long since pointed out by the Herald.” It also promises 
that every possible effort will be made by the citizens to meet 
the demand for temporary and permanent quarters, which 
will result from the removal.

Or the visit of the Secretary of War and party to Boston, 
the Advertiser ct July 27 says: ‘‘The Secretary of War, the 
Hon. Alexander Ramsey of Minnesota, ‘un company with Gen. 
Richard ©. Drum, Adjutant-General, and Col. Thomas F. 
Barr, Judge-Advocate, of the United States Army, were in 
this city yesterday for the purpose of official inspection of the 
military posts of Boston harbor. They arrived at 7:30 a. m. 
and took breakfast at the Tremont House, where, in the early 
hours of the forenoon, they received calls from residents of 
the city, prominent officially or otherwise. At 9:45 4. uw, ac- 
companied by the officers of the Armyon duty at Boston, they 
proceeded to Central wharf, and thence were conveyed in the 
Government steamer Resolute to Forts Warren, Indepen- 
dence, and Winthrop. At Fort Warren the visitors were re- 
ceived with a complimentary salute of thirteen guns. The 
more important parts of the fort, including the casemates, 
were visited, and here, as at the other two forts, things were 
found to be in a satisfactory condition. It was recognized, 
however, and so expressed in conversation by the Secretary 
and visiting officers, that the means of defence of the port 
against any serious assault by a naval force are not adequate. 
It was remarked that the two inner forts, Independence and 
Winthrop, would not be available to prevent the shelling of 
the city, as the armaments now in use by the great powers 
would permit the attacking party to send his missiles from a 
distance so great that the guns of these forts would not dis- 
tarb-him. In the event of providing guns of increased power 
it was agreed that they should be put into position at Fort 
Warren. Yet as the armament of the two inner forts might 
be serviceable in s.»me minor particulars, such as preventing 
the ingress of the smaller or light-armed vessels of war, it 
was not deemed to be advisable to abandon these forts. Upon 
return to the city the visitors were entertained at Young's 
Hotel. It was the intention of the party to leave the city last 
evening for Portland, where the fortifications will be in- 
spected, and it is probable that the tour will be further ex- 
tended, and a complimentary visit made across the line to 
St. John.”

Neary all of our Army officers and some of our Navy 
Officers in San Francisco enjoyed, on the 23d of July, a recep- 
tion given by the officers of H. I. M. J. 8. Tsu-Ku-Ba, 
which was a pleasant sequel to the reception of July 16, at Fort 
Point, of which we gave an account last week, and which was 
attended by the Japanese officers. The 7'su-Ku-Ba is an 
English-built ship, purchased from the British government 
by the Japanese, and used as atraining ship. Besides the 
usual complement of officers and crew, she has on board 
about thirty young cadets, scions of some of the best families 
of Japan, who are taken from school and given a six-months' 
cruise as a finishing touch to their education. A local ac- 
count of the reception, which many distinguished civilians 
also attended, says that the grave cordiality of the officers, 
coupled with the pleasant greeting of the young cadets—a 
set of bright-eyed, intelligent-looking young men—caused a 
feeling of ease among the guests. The ship's deck was com- 
pletely curtained in with stripes and festoons of gay-colored 
bunting, artistically interspersed with the flags of the various 
nations represented on board. Across the end near the stage 
was suspended a banner bearing an inscription in Japanese 
characters, the work of Lieutenant Yabi, interpreted to sig- 
nify: ‘We are all brothers in the world.” The deck was 
arranged with raised seats at the sides and benches across the 
eéntre. At one end a stage had been improvised, and a play 
was performed. An explanation in English was given. The 
Americans in the audience were unable to do more than im- 
perfectly follow the play, and contented themselves with 
watching the action. The actors were exceedingly dramatic 
in gesture, movement, and facial changes, and music and 
songs added to the attractions. The play was followed by a 
peculiar song and dance by four of the actors dressed in loose 
white costumes, with flowing and scarlet aprons, blue caps, 
and yellow scarfs. Upon the conclusion of the play the 
guests were invited to partake of a collation prepared below. 
The tables were set in the cabin and messroom and presented 
an enticing appearance, loaded with many curious forvign 
dishes, fancy French confections, a profusion of fruit and 
wine, elegant French and Japanese ware, and in the middle 
of the cabin table stood two large vases of rare beauty, filled 
with sweet-scented flowers. There were many surprises and 
artistic conceits in the repast, and in the furniture of the 
ship. The MacPherson carried away the military part of the 
company from a very pleasant scene.

‘Charged 
with public property he watched with the same faithful care 
as of his own,’ and iu his death the country loses an exper- 
ienced, faithful, and gallant officer. For us there is left the 
precious legacy of his memory, and it is well that we should 
pause to draw inspiration from such an example, for who can 
think of that fair and honorable life and death without a new 
sense of what is worthiest in human pursuits, a stronger de- 
votion to duty, a warmer ardor of patriotism, a surer faith in 
immortality. ‘Goodness and greatness are not means, but 
ends,’ Tender and loving son, firm friend, true soldier and 
hero, we give thee to thy fame; for thee, life has been 
enough.” 

Gen. ADALBERT Ames, formerly an officer of the Army, 
ex-Governor of Mississippi, and a Senator from that State, 
and son-in-law of Ben Butler, is now a merchant in New York 
and President of the Little Chief Mining Company.

We share it with 
the brutes. The difference between them and us is this: 
tigers never hold reunions to celebrate their victories. When 
they have eaten the creature they have killed that is the only 
reunion they ever hold. Wild beasts never build monuments 
over their slain comrades. Why? Because there are no ideas 
behind their warfare. Our race has ideas, and because ideas 
are immortal, if they be true, we build monuments to them. 
We hold reunions, net for the dead, for there is nothing in 
all the earth that you and I can do for the dead. They are 
past our help and past our praise. We can add to them no 
glory and we can give tothem no immortality. They do not 
nevd us, but forever and forever more we need them. The 
glory that trailed in the clouds behind them, after their sun 
had set, falls with its benediction upon us who are living, and 
it is to commemorate the immortality of the ideas for which 
they fought that you assemble to-day and dedicate your 
monument, which points up toward the God who leads them 
in the glory of the great world beyond. And around those 
ideas, under the leadership of the immortality of those ideas, 
we assemble to-day reverently to follow, reverently to ac- 
knowledge the glory they achieved and the benediction they 
left behind them. That is the meaning of an assembly like 
this.”

Proresson Tuurston, of the Stevens Institute, testing 
pieces of the wire cable of the Fairmount Suspension Bridge, 
recently taken down at Philadelphia, after being in use about 
forty years, found the iron to be fully equal in tenacity, 
elasticity and ductility to the best wire of the same size found 
in the market. This fact, and similar results obtained by 
another experimenter in the 1878, led him to the important 
conclusion that iron, subjected to the ordinary strains of 
properly designed bridges, does not deteriorate with age.

Army, on a complaint that he 
had furnished an armed guard of United States soldiers to 
protect the property of private parties and prevent the seizure 
of the same by an execution in the hands of Sheriff Brown, 
of Pembina county. When Capt. Collins got wind of the 
report ue ordered out Capt. Thos. G. Troxel, of Co. K, with his 
company to guard the approach to the fort, and allow no one 
to enter unless they would declare their business or say they 
were not an officer armed with a warrant for the arrest of 
Capt. Collins. The whole matter is the outgrowth of a 
movement to establish a free ferry across the Red river 
between St. Vincent and Pembina, within the limits of a 
licensed ferry. So great is the excitement at the fort that 
admission was refused Collector McMurtrie, of the United 
States Customs, who desired to visit the post ov official 
business, unless he would declare the nature of his errand. 
This he did not deem proper to do, and so returned to Pem- 
bina without gaining admission. Collector McMurtrie will 
make a written report to Gen. Terry in accordance with the 
facts.”

I desire to ascertain, in order that if so, 
Major-General Howard, the highest in rank in this Army for 
advancement to corps commander, may be assigned to it. 
General Howard is an officer of uncommon merit, is favorably 
known to this Army, and is fully identified with its bistory- 
I would consider the services of an entire corps as entirely 
lost to this Army were it to fall into the hands of Major- 
General Schurz, the senior officer now on duty with it. It is 
highly important that the commander of the 11th Corps 
should be named and that he should be on duty with it.— 
Josern Hooxer.” This advice was acted upon, it will be 
remembered, and Gen. Howard assumed command of the 
llth Corps twelve days later, April 1, 1863. Hooker's advice 
returned to plague him when Howard was appointed Mc- 
Pherson's successor in command of the Army of the Tennes- 
see, and he promptly requested to be relieved of the com- 
mand of the 20th Corps. ‘‘Gen. Hooker was offended,” 
Gen. Sherman tells us, ‘‘ because he was not chosen to suc- 
ceed McPherson; but,” he continues, “ his chances were not 
even considered.” 

A curious coincidence is the following : In the year 1775 
John Hoar and Abraham Garfield, of Massachusetts were 
witnesses called by the authorities of that province to prove 
that the British soldiers committed a breach of the peace ut 
Concord. In the year 1880 the great-grandson of John 
Hoar presided at a convention which nominated the great 
grand-nephew of Abraham Garfield for President of the 
United States. 

Tue Oil City Derrick says that the London Times, after 
scanning the editorials of the New York World and New 
York Tribune makes the following remarks on the sub- 
ject of the nominations: “The two great parties of 
America have made very poor nominations this year. Mr.

A. P. Davis, late Captain and Brevet Major 11th regiment, 
Maine Vols., publishes a letter in response to one written by 
Brevet Major-Gen. Silas Casey, U. S. A., in regard to the 
conduct of Pennsylvania Vols., at the battle of Seven Pines 
or Fair Oaks, May 31, 1862. He says: “I was attached to 
the headquarters of Gen. Casey during the Peninsula cam- 
paign, and in the engagement in question acted as his per- 
sonal aide. I wish right here to say that from my personal 
observation, that from the beginning to the end, and under 
circumstances of a very trying character, the conduct of the 
regiment was in my estimation gallant and creditable. The 
Confederate advance, when made in earnest, came suddenly 
and with great vigor—they attacked in overwhelming force, and 
as mentioned by Gen. Casey, and since admitted by the 
enemy, the head of their column of attack was most seriously 
checked and held back by the unaided efforts of the old 103d 
regiment and the picket line they-were sent to support.” 

Tae well-known mathematician, Professor C. W. Borchardt, 
died recently at Rudersdorf, near Berlin. He was formerly 
Professor of Mathematics in the Military Academy, and of 
late years Professor in the University of Berlin. Since 1856 
he has edited of The Journal for Pure and Applied Mathe-

Of her connectionsin 
the army—nine have been discharged sergeants ; one of her 
four sons died before Sebastopol ; one was discharged to full 
pension, and two are serving in the corps as color-sergeants ; 
of her five grandsons serving—two hold commissions, and 
three very superior positions as non-commissioned officers. 

Tue London Stereoscopic Company have gathered to- 
gether in a photographic group, the veterans who still linger 
to tell of Hougomont and La Haye Sainte in the wards of 
Chelsea Hospital. The card contains five portraits. The 
smartest old fellow of the five is John McKay, of the Black 
Watch, aged ninety-five, who was wounded at Badajoz and 
Waterloo, and there stands proud and erect, like a boy of 
sixty or seventy. Naish Nanny, of the 7th Hussars, aged 
eighty-eight, sits comfortably in his chair, while Benjamin 
Bumpstead, a youngster of eighty two, might pass well for a 
benevolent old magistrate presiding at petty sessions. Of 
the other two—Robert Norton—at the age of ninety, is 
one of the oldest of the Chelsea veterans. The fifth is a 
Guardsman, Sampson Webb, aged eighty-two. 

Cart. G. Freperick Hargis, of the British Army, having 
rescued five persons from a fire in Dublin, has been pre- 
sented by the Duke of Manchester and the Chapter of the 
Order of St. John with silver medals. The captain, who 
happened to be passing at the time of the disaster, entered 
the house and saved the inmates, and afterward, at great 
personal risk, removed a quantity of parafline oil, thereby 
preventing the spreading of the fire and probably saving 
many lives, the next house being a female children’s orphan- 
age.

Advices have been received by 
canoe from Edward Bean, at Chilcat, who is the leader of the 
band of projectors sént to the headwaters of the Yukon, in 
June, in the Jamestown's launch. The party had crossed the 
divide, were preparing to descend the river, and received 
good treatment from the Indians. Several other miners 
had joined them. They are searching for gold in theinterior 
of Alaska. The party consists of about twenty, in charge of 
Mr. Bean, and in a card express their warmest thanks to 
Commander Beardslee in extending them protection, and to 
Lieut. McLain, who had charge of the launch. On the 28th of 
June, Annapoots returned from Takoo, where he had been 
sent by Commander Beardslee, to put a stop to a threatened 
war. He reported all quiet. A miner named Willoughby 
came in from the Hoonah District, the northeast part 
of the Cross Sound, where he had been living two 
months among the Indians, who had been kind to him 
and helped him. He frequently hearu the name of James- 
town in their conversation, which was an evidence.of the 
influence of that vessel beyond the range of her guns or her 
means of locomotion. Not more than 200 Indians of both 
sexes and all ages remain at present in the Sitka ranche. All 
of the more enterprising are away on their sea otter and seal 
hunting trips. Those left started a spree on the 5th of July, 
but were soon checked by an armed boat from the Jamestown, 
whose crew formed a protecting party to the Indian police- 
men. A little stabbing was done but no one killed. The 
ring leaders have been subjected to bread and water diet. 
Policeman Callan did excellent service. Commander Beards- 
lee investigated the Iodian troubles at Wrangel, which were 
of no importance. Imprudent conduct on the part of a 
storekeeper was the cause of the trouble. In a pow-wow 
with the chiefs of the Hoo-che-noos and Stickienes they 
promised Commander Beardslee that their feud should not 

further agitated in the vicinity of Wrangel, and that they 
would try to amicably adjust their disputes. Mining interests 
are at a 6 i Snow is too deep on the mountains to 
permit prospecting, and the Stewart mine has closed, pend- 
ing negotiations for its sale. The season is unusually 
backward, the salmon late in coming, and every thing 
seems to have combined to retard the advancement of the 
country.

Mr. R. B. Forbes contributes a long account of her, including 
the record of Capt. Luce and a description of the system of 
examinations. He says: ; 

Casting an eye aloft one cannot but wonder that any boy after 
taking a look should consent to enlist. The ship is much too 
large and too expensive fora training ship, although it is doubt- 
less much better to have her put to this use than to have her rot ata 
navy yard. Boys should commence their nautical training in snug- 
rigged ships or barques of not over 500 tons. In such craft the young 
sailor at once begins to feel that his limited strength tells, whereas 
in the big ships he becomes discouraged by the heavy ropes and 
sails and the length of the journey to the royal yards If we must 
have such ships as the Minnesota for training boys let them be 
stationary, and attached to cach of them a smart, sea-going brig or 
barque of 300 tons. It would, perhaps, be too much to ask of naval 
men to rig them merchant fashion, bnt to our apprehensioa every- 
thing should be done to facilitate the working of the ship. Boys 
are vow admitted between the ayes of fifteen and eighteen ; it 
would be better to take only those from fourteen to sixteen ; a 
better class of boys will probably be obtained of these ages, boys 
whose characters and habits are not foimed ; but we confess that 
while the boys are newly enlisted in ships like the Minnesola, it 
may be well to receive none under sixteen, and some even as old 
as twenty. When we say that the first thing that etrikes a 
stranger on visiting the Winnesota is her size, we ought to add 
that the fine o:der in which she is kept, and her complete equip- 
ment, also strikes one: very apparent. Some complaint is made 
tnat the noys are not permitted to remain long enough where the 
training begins ; they are drafted to the receiving ships too eoon. 
This may be best for their physical if not for their mental devel 
opment. There is only one smal! thing about the Minnesota's 
arrangements, and that is her library. In this respect the Govern- 
ment does but little, and we enggest that everyone who feels an 
interest in the weil-being of the crew should look up their spare 
bool:e and illustrated papers and send them at once to the Min- 
nesorg.

and the initial number of a new volume—the eightcenth 
volume. The Journat does not enter, however, upon 
its eighteenth year until the end of the month, the first 
number having been issued on the 29th of August, 1863. 
Publishing weekly—fifty-two numbers in a vear—the 
date of the paper falls behind one day each year, and 
two days on leap year.

Some of these names were repeti- 
tions, but each one required special attention to avoid 
the mistakes which will at times occur, in spite of 
the most careful scrutiny, in a paper made up so largely 
of personai information. The increased attention given 
to this personal feature of the Journat is in accordance 
with what appeared to be the wishes of the majority of 
its readers. "hat we have not mistaken their prefer- 
ence is indicated by the steady growth of our subscrip- 
tion list during the past two years, and the correspond- 
ing increase in receipts, which has fully justified the 
additional expense incurred in enlarging the paper, so 
as to make room for an increase of personal items with- 
out neglecting other features. The record thus far this 
year has shown a very considerable gain in our sub- 
scription list, and the subscription receipts for each 
month have been in excess of those of the corresponding 
month of last year, 1879, with the exception of one 
month, in which they were nearly the same.

THE BRITISH DEFEAT NEAR CANDAHAR. 

Tne details of the British defeat near Candahar are at 
last at hand. It would seem that Gen. Burrows was 
On the morning of July 27 he engaged 


= 


fifty miles beyond Candahar. After four hours’ severe 
fighting Gen. Burrows was repulsed and forced to 
retreat to Candahar. The British loss was twenty 
officers, 400 Europeans, and 800 natives killed and miss- 
ing, most of the losses occurring in the retreat. Two 
horse artillery guns were abandoned. Preparations are 
making for a siege in Candahar. About a fortnight 
previous, Gen. Burrows’s troops had had an engagement 
with the mutineers who had deserted from Shere Ali, 
desiring to prevent them from joining Ayoob Khan, 
who was on his way to Candahar. The mutineers lost 
50 killed, of whom 46 were buried; the British only 
lost four men of the Sixty-sixth wounded. Still, the 
mutineers escaped. 

A more elaborate account of the disaster is contained 
in the following report from Gen. St. John, under date 


of Candahar, July 29: 

Gen. Burrows marched from Kushk-i-Nakud on the morn- 
ing of the 27th, having heard that Ayoob Khan's advanced 
guard had occupied Maimwaud. Three miles from the latter 
place the enemy's cavalry appeared, advancing from the 
direction of Hyderabad. The artillery and cavalry engaged 
them about nine o'clock in the mermng. Shortly afterward 
ee whole foree of the enemy *presred, formed in line of 
battle, with seven regiments of reg a ars in the centre, three 
others in reserve, 2,000 cavalry on the ri ght, 400 cavalry and 
2,000 irregular infantry on the left and other cavalry and 
irregulars in reserve, and five or six batteries of guns, includ 
ing one of breech-loaders, the total foree being 12,000. The 
ground was slightly undulating. The enemy were posted in 
the best pesition. Until one o'clock in the afternoon the 
action was confined to artillery fire, Which was so well sus- 
tained and directed by the enemy that our superior armament 
failed to compensate for the inferior number of guns. After 
rifle fire began our breech-loaders told, but a vigorous ad- 
vance of cavalry against our left and of Ghazis along the 
front caused the native infantry to fall back in confusion on 
the 66th regiment, abandoning two guns. Our formation 
being lost, the infantry retreated slowly, in spite of the gal- 
lant efforts of Gen. Burrows to rally them, and were cut off 
from the cavalry and artillery. This was at 3 o'clock in the 
afternoon, and the camp followers and baggage were stream- 
ing toward Candahar. After a severe fight in enclosed 
ground Gen. Burrows succeeded in extricating the infantry 
and brought them into line in retreat. No efforts would 
turn the fugitives from the main road, which is without 
water at this season of the year, and thus the majority of 
the casualties occurred from the men falling from thirst and 
exhaustion. The enemy's pursuit continued to within ten 
miles from Candahar, but was not vigorous. The cavalry 
and artillery, with a few infantry, reached the banks of the 
River Argandale, forty miies from the scene of action, at 
seven o'clock the next morning, many not having tasted 
water since the previous morning. Nearly all our ammunition 
was lost, as als» were 1,100 rifles and two 9-pound guns. Our 
loss is estimated as follows: Killed and missing, 66th regi- 
ment, 400; grenadiers, 350 ; Jacobs’ Rifles, 350 ; artillery, 
40 ; sappers, 24; cavalry, 60. The Duranis have been ex- 
pelled from Candahar. Provisions and ammunition are 
plentiful. 

There seems to be nothing in the foregoing account of 
the disaster which authorized the first hasty announce 
ment that Gen. Burrows’s brigade had been annihilated. 
Routed and badly cut up it undoubtedly was, but it 
is a token of the length of time that has elapsed since 
Waterloo, that an English military officer of high 
standing could send out such a panic-stricken account 
ef anot unusual incident in the fortune of war. It is 


said that the Marquis of Hartington’s voice trembled 





materially to give interest to the volume just closed 








when he announced the result in Parliament. Not 
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unnaturally, when the message came to him in such 
exaggerated and appalling language. During genera- 
tions England has been engaged in wars in which the 
half civilized state of her enemies and her great superi- 
ority in arms of destruction have enabled her to butcher 
her foes on comparatively cheap terms. She has often 
heard with complacency, and has had it announced 
without trembling lips in Parliament, that a thousand or 
two Zulus or Afghans or Abyssinians or Maoris had 
been slaughtered. But it to a British 
brigade, or even a brigade partly composed of her own 
troeps, the catastrophe is of another character. Yet 
through the Napoleanic wars, which she fought so splen- 
didly, she was perfectly ready to give life for life in her 
battles. It is lapse of time and change in military 
experience that are indicated when such grossly alarmist

reports of disasters are spread by military commanders 
themselves. The that eight thou- 
sand British troops are Cabul Sunday 
next for Candahar, which is preparing for a siege, 
with ample supplies. Of Gen. Burrows’s 53 officers, 
21 were killed or missing, 8 were wounded, 12 arrived 
unhurt at Candahar, and 12 are not accounted for. These 
last are supposed to be officers who nominally belonged 
to the brigade. The London 7imes says: ‘‘ There is no 
use in disguising the fact that the disaster to Gen. 
rows’s force was a very lamentable affair. Firstly, Gen. 
Burrows was guilty of an error of judgment—consider- 
ing the weakness of his ferce—in abandoning his defen- 
sive position. Secondly, he appears to have accepted 
battle in parallel order, and not to have attempted any 
manceuvring. Thirdly, it is evident the Bombay sepoys 
were of such inferior physique that they could not stand 
up to the stalwart Ghazis, who bore down on them sword 
in hand. Giving way to sudden panic, they ‘mobbed’ 
the veteran 66th regiment, and caused almost the total 
annihilation of that fine corps. The cavalry do not seem

MAJOR-GEN. HANCOCK TO GEN. SHERMAN. 


Tne chances and exigencies of the pending Presi 
dential cunvass have unearthed an interesting bit of 


correspondence, dating nearly four years back, which 
might otherwise not have been published until a long time 
hence, if ever at all. It has been rumored that General 
Hancock did not send an altogether creditable reply to 
the letter which General SuerMman had sent to him early 
in December, 1876, in regard to the views and duties of 
military officers, in the Presidential troubles then threa- 
tening. Gen. Hancock wisely requested a copy of his 
letter for publication, and the result shows that the 
rumor was utterly without foundation. In his letter, 
which has been published very generally throughout the 
country, Gen. Hancock evidently does not foresce the 
actual method adopted to determine the result, that of 
the Electoral Commission, but thinks that the election 
may go to Congress, which would elect Mr. TiLpen

ner, it cannot be doubted that those boys whose educa- 
tion most includes the delicacy and refinement of 
feminine life should exhibit these qualities in the 
highest measure. If the habitude of protection, if liv- 
ing in constant affectionate response to the requirements 
of the dependent can inculcate gallantry to the weak, 
then certainly the best bred gentlemen of this or any 
other society should be found among the sons of 
widows. On the whole we believe they are, and that 
high feeling and the chivalrous desire to be strong that 
the weak may profit by our strength can be more surely 
predicated of orphans who retain the benefit of a 
mother’s care than of any other great class in the com- 
munity. But the editor of Scribner’s does not think so, 
and he adds a new terror to death in the appalling re- 
flection that orphanage is degrading !

In one view this attack on the character of West 
Point men 1s remarkable.

In all other 
schools the boy who comes with his tuition fee in his 
hand anc passes the necessary examinations can enter. 
Only in the two National academies does selection by 
favor exist, and it is fair to suppose that a selection of 
this kind by competent men, of high position, deeply 
grounded, in most cases, in knowledge of the world, 
must afford some additional surety that the cadets are 
men of good class. 

Taken as a whole, the paper in Seridner’s must be 
ranked as one of the curiosities of American literature. 
We say American, because its views would not be out 
of place in England or Germany, where the existence of 
powerful noble and aristocratic classes have established 
the superiority of family name in comparison with mere 
But this argument is opposed to every Ameri- 
can idea. It misses West Point and strikes every other 
school in the country except Annapolis. It is the most 
imperialistic expression of opinion which has appeared 
in our country, and in charity we will add that it is pro- 
bably also one of the most hastily conceived. We do 
not mean to answer it, but merely point it out to our

LONGEVITY PAY FOR CADET SERVICE. 
WE are informed that some Army officers are about 
to bring a test case in the Court of Claims to recover 
the amount due them, in computing longevity for cadet 
enlisted service, under the following section of an act 
of Congress, approved June 18, 1878: 

That on and after the passage of this act, ‘all officers of the 
Army of the United States who have served as officers in the 
Volunteer forces daring the War of the Rebellion, or as 
enlisted men in the Armies of the United States, Regular or 
Volunteer, shall be, and are hereby, credited with the fall 
time they may have served as such enlisted men, in com- 
puting their service for longevity and retirement.

neers who constituted the Military Academy, for both ‘ 
instruments, aod apparatus for study’ were expressly pro- 
vided by law, yet this character of students did not ex 
them from liability to martial law. But if the suggestion 
intended to place cadets on the footing of civil students, 
clothed with all their civil privileges and immunities, it is 
proper to remark that these cadets occupy a very different 
ground ; they are enlisted soldiers ; they engage, like soldiers, 
to serve five years, unless sooner discharged, . .. they are 
bound to perform military duty in such places, and on such 
service, as the Commander-in-Chief of the Army of the 
United States shall order; and finally, by the act of the 3d 
of March, 1815, fixing ‘the military peace establishment of 
the United States,’ the corps to which they are attached, and 
of which they form a part, is expressly recognized as a part 
of the military establishment. . . . After every allowance 
for the genius of our Constitution and laws, and after reject- 
ing every thing like implication and inference from the con- 
sideration of this question, I come to the conclusion that the 
corps at West Point form a part of the land forces of the 
United States, and have been constitutionally subjected by 
Congress to the Rules and Articles of War, and to trial by 
Courts-martial.” 

This opinion was confirmed by President Monroe and Mr. 
Calhoun, Secretary of War, and has prevailed from that day 
to this as supreme law.

It is highly probable that these outrages will 
be made the foundation for a demand by Mr. Evarts for 
apology and indemnity. 

On the afternoon of Aug. 3, Rear-Admiral Wyman 
reached Washington, and after calling upon Commodore 
Jeffers, Acting Secretary of the Navy in the absence of 
Secretary Thompson, visited Secretary Evarts and ex- 
plained to him the position of the Cauto at the time of 
the interception of the American schooners Merrit: and 
Newcombe as \aid upon the charts prepared by the officers 
of the Cauto. Admiral Wyman reiterates the statement 
made in his report that the Spanish authorities made no 
secret of the matter, but freely extended to him the 
privilege of examining the report of the commarder of 
the Cauto, and unequivocally disavowed any intentional 
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insult to our flag, or the commission of any act at vari- 


ance with the usages of civilized countries. 

A despatch from Washington intimates that the Pow- 
hatan is now patrolling the southern Cuban coast from 
Cape Maysi to Santiago, and will be relieved on the 7th 
inst. by the Vandalia. This vessel, after a month's ser- 
vice, will be followed by the Alliance and then the 
Kearsarge. If by that time cool weather has sct in, then 
all the vessels of the North Atlantic squadron will cruise 
in Cuban waters. The Wasbington despatches of the 
New York Herald add: 

“If there is an insurrection in the island,” said Admira 
Wyman, “it is important that our naval vessels should be in 
Cuban waters to protect our commerce. At this season of 
the year it is necessary to use precaution lest yellow fever get 
a hold upon our vessels, so those ordered to duty are not al- 
lowed to make a landing, but will be relieved from month to 
month util the season will permit the sending of a larger 
force. The Spanish authorities already patrol the coast with 
small gunboats like the Cau/o, and they are stationed from 
six to ten miles apart. We, therefore, if any service can be 
rendered, must be very vigilant, and under the circumstances 
will do the best we can.” It is reported that recently there 
have been a number of schooners purchased in Baltimore and 
New York, suitable for coasting gunboats, which are to be 
used by the Spanish navy in further policing the Cuban coast. 
All these facta would seem to point to a necessity for the 
»olicy adopted by our Government in conducting correspon- 

nee in regard to the right of search. It is understood the 
vessels are from 150 to 200 tons, and that more of this class 
of schooners will be purchased when those suitable for the 
purpose intended can be found. 





We are glad to note the indications that the per- 
sistent efforts we have made for years to promote a 
better understanding between the Regular Army and the 
militia of the various States is producing its result, as 
we stated last week. Gen. Drum has given in this mat- 
ter evidence of the good sense which is his characteristic, 
and Gen. Sherman writes to Gov. Long of Massachusetts : 
**T am more than willing that the organized militia and 
volunteers of the country should be construed as a part 
of the Army of the United States.” 

Our State troops are the natural allies of the Army, 
which is in danger of finding itself more and more 
isolated in a country in which the military class are becom- 
ing every day a smaller and smaller factor. We have seen 
the time when every fourth or fifth man was a soldier, or 
from twenty to twenty-five per cent. of the adult male 
population. Now, the proportion of professiona) soldiers 
is not three-tenths of one per cent. in the mass of able- 
bodied men. We have sometimes thought that this fact 
was not taken sufficient note of by the gentlemen who 
recall the days when the uniform was everywhere ac- 
cepted as a badge of nobility. Hence our efforts, in 
season, and possibly out of season, to encourage the 
development of every little spark of military interest we 
could find anywhere existent. We direct attention to the 
words and action of Gen. Sherman and Gen. Drum, as 
sufficient answer to the slurs cast upon the efforts of the 
Army anv Navy Journat by papers that imagine they 
can gain some advantage by catering to supposed Army 
prejudices. 

Immediately upon the close of the War of Secession, 
in 1865, we commenced our militia department. That is 
nearly fifteen years ago; before another fifteen years we 
expect to see officers of the Regular Army deriving no 
small part of their practical experience in command from 
their association with the militia as instructors and 
Critics. 








First Ligvt. E. L. Zasiysk1, 5th Artillery, describes, 
with illustrative cuts, in the current number of the 
Journal of the Military Service Institution, an instru 
ment of his invention for obtaining the rectangular com- 
ponents of the wind-force, in its effects upon the firing 
of any class of guns or projectiles. The subject is 
technical and mathematical ; but it is of so important a 
character as to deserve the attention of all those who 
are capable of appreciating and profiting by its elucida- 
tion.

Our department of rifle practice will be found es- 
pecially interesting this week to all classes of readers— 
except, perhaps, the Navy, who will find init only a 
proof of their practical neglect of a department of mili- 
tary education which concerns them as well as others, 
The conditions which affect the Naval Service are not 
altogether favorable, perhaps, to rifle contests on equal 
footing with other branches of the military service, but 
we know that many naval officers agree with us in 
thinking that much more might be done than is done 
by ‘‘ Uncle Sam’s web feet.” 

We propose hereafter to gather all of our reports of 
rifle practice under one head, as we have for some time 
done to a considerable extent. Here our Regular Army 
and State troops meet on common ground; and it will be 
observed that the miljtia do not always have the worst 
of it in the contests with which their forefathers once 
taught the’ British regulars some wholesome lessons 
We expect to see one of the division teams from the 
Army carry off the prize this fall at Creedmoor. They 


are certainly doing some excellent shooting in the pre- 
liminary contests. 





Tue Revue Maritime et Colonial for July, published 
by Berger-Levrult et Cie, Paris, under the direction ef 
the French Ministere de la Marine et des Colonies, has

Major John Green, ist Cavalry, will report to 
Col. Davidson for duty as the executive officer at the Head- 
quarters of the Cavalry Recruiting Service, at Jefferson Bar- 
racks, Missouri. 

Col. W. H. Wood, 11th Infantry, will relieve Col. Thomas 
L. Crittenden, 17th Infantry, as the Superintendent of the 
General Recruiting Service at New York city. Lieut.-Col. 
Pinkney Lugenbeel, 1st Infantry, will report to the General 
Superintendent for daty in command of General Recruiting 
Rendezvous, at David's Island, New York Harbor. Lieut.-Col, 
L. C. Hunt, 20th Infantry, will report to the General Super- 
intendent Recruiting Service for duty as the commanding 
officer at Columbus, Ohio. 

One company officer from the Ist, 3d, 5th, 7th and 9th

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SPEED IN NAVAL VESSELS. 

Capt. Fremante, R. N., the author of the English 
Naval Prize Essay for 1880, which appears entire in 
No. CIV. of the Journal of the United Service Insti- 
| tution, sums up his recommendations with regard to 
| naval tactics as follows : 

1. We prefer in all cases concentration to dispersion. 

2. We believe long lines, whether lines ahead or abreast, 
to be dangerously weak formations. 

3. We consider lines abreast or very open échelon the moat 
favorable for ramming tactics. 

4. We work our fleet in groups for better subdivision and 
command, but we do not adopt the scalene-triangle formation 
as suitable for fighting purposes. 

5. We hold high speed as absolutely essential to tactical 
efliciency. 


Looking at this last point, we may say in brief that it 
touches one of the vital naval questions of the day. 
How is high speed to be secured? It is a question even 
less important to squadron tactics than to the action of 
individual cruisers—commerce-destroyers and com- 
merce-protectors. About the question of armor there 
is much difference of opinion; about the value of speed 
that is practically pone. Some experienced officers 
argue strongly for rams; others for heavy monitors ; 
others for medium ironclads; others for light wooden 
cruisers, as the prime necessity of the hour. But none 
of these differing views would fail to be gratified at 
securing for their different types of war-craft a high 
rate of speed and quickness of management. Nobody 
fails to see that if an ocean steamship or China clipper 
can show the fastest ship in the Navy a clean pair of 
heels, the commerce-destroying powers of the latter must 
be to some extent limited. 

Now it is remarkable that the relative successes of our 
own Navy in the matter of speed have never of late 
years been as great as their successes in point of armor 
and of armament. Taking the modern era of fighting- 
ships, which begins about 1858 or 1860, our country 
started the series of surprises by possessing for a long 
time the most impregnable fighting-ships and also the 
most irresistible fighting-ships in the world. We led in 
thickness of armor and we led in battering power of 
ordnance. But st that very time, and during the sub- 
sequent times when we fell from the top rank in these 
respects, the British navy far surpassed us in engines 
and in steam machinery. We never have been able to 
make our ships go like the English. Yet at this time 
the necessity for high speed is greater than ever for us, 
because we are hopelessly behind in some other respects. 

The speed attained by economical engines in the 
merchant service of modern nations is well worth study. 
The facts and figures on this subject given by Assistant 
Constructor N. H. Wuire, R. N., in the last numbers 
of Colburn’s Magazine, are instructive. As Jong ago as 
1865, the steamers of the Messrs. Horr, of Liverpool, 
ran a distance of 13,000 miles on each voyage—they 
proceeded without stopping from Liverpool to Mauritius, 
8,500 miles, and thence to Shanghai. They were cargo 
steamers and were worked at a profit, depending cn 
their engines almost entirely for propulsion. In 1866, 
five British tea-vessels, sailing ships, started from Foo- 
chow-foo, almost together; three of them took ninety- 
nine days, and the other two one hundred and one days 
on the passage home. The two leading ships were 
abreast off Plymouth, a close finish after 15,000 miles ; 
and the difference in their times of arrival in the Downs 
was ten minutes! Four hours separated the first and 
third ships. The time has since been reduced to nearer 
ninety days; but the sailing vessels have now been 
largely beaten out of the tea-trade by the steamers, 
which can goin forty days by way of the Suez canal. 
The Orient going to the South Pacific waters, has 
steamed over 12,000 knots at an average of fourteen 
knots per hour. The Cunarp line, beginning in 1840 
with vessels which averaged eight to nine knots per 
hour, had ten years laterreached ten knots per hour; 
in 1860 their fastest ships averaged twelve knots, and in 
1870 about thirteen knots. Mr. Wuire adds that 
“their new ship, the Servia, will probably average 
about sixteen knots on service; and possibly higher 
speeds will be reached by the new InmAN steamer now 
building, while projects have been framed for vessels 
capable of steaming eighteen knots—twenty-one statute 
miles per hour.” These high speeds must be main- 
tained not for a spurt under favorable conditions over 
a single measured mile, but must be kept up for days 
and weeks together, while the propelling apparatus re- 
mains in perfect order. And each additional knot of 
speed attained represents an enormous increase in pro- 
pelling power. Thus, this power, as reckoned in the 
scbednle of the Jris, gives these results: 8 knots, 600 
horse-power; 10 knots, 1,000 horse-power; 12 knots, 
1,700 horse-power; 14 knots, 2,800 horse-power ; 16 
knots, 4,500 horse-power; 18 knots, 7,000 horse-power

The additional power necessary to gain two K00tg 
over each preceding grade increases in this way—400, 
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700, 1,100, 1, 700, 2,500.

This is the explanation 
merchant ships are given the highest speeds—the first | 
cost of the vessel becomes too great in proportion to any 
increase in her earnings. And thus it is stated that | 
less than a hundred British merchant steamers can 
maintain an average ocean speed of 12 knots per hour 
and upwards. The great majority specially designed for 
cargo-carrying, says Mr. Wuire, ‘‘ have speeds of from 
eight to ten knots per hour; and these are the vessels 
which are pushing sailing-ships out of employment to a 
very great extent. It is really astonishing to note how 
small an expenditure of coal suffices to drive these 
vessels, and the heavy cargoes they carry. For exam- 
ple, in a case that recently came under my notice, a 
consumption of 20 tons of coal per day sufficed to carry 
2,700 tons of cargo at a mean speed of about ten knots 
per hour, and it was estimated that less than one 
hundred pounds’ worth of coal was burnt on a passage 
of something like 3,000 miles.” 

Turning now specifically to war-ships, we find that in 
maximum speeds they surpass the merchant ships—the 
British ships Zris and Mercury, which can steam fully 
laden and equipped eighteen knots per hour in smooth 
water, being the fastest seagoing ships afloat. ‘Next 
come the swift cruisers of the Royal navy and their 
rivals in the French and American fleets, capable of 
steaming sixteen to seventeen knots. Fourteen to 
fifteen knots is the accepted maximunr speed for line- 
of-battle ships; ten to twelve knots being the speed of 
smaller classes—sloops and gun vessels.” Mr. Waite 
adds the following reflection, which will probably tally 
with what may have already occurred to our readers: 


Strange to say, the smallest vessel employed in warfare are 
also the fastest. The now famous type of torpedo boats, 
only eighty or ninety feet long, steam from twenty to twenty- 
two knots per hour ; while the sixty feet boats attain sixteen 
to seventeen knots, A few years ago such results would have 
been considered impossible ; now the firms—Messrs. Thorney- 
croft and Messrs. Yarrow—who build vessels of the class, 
find customers as well as rivals in ail parts of the world. 
The secret of success is to be found in the skilful mechanical 
engineering which enables an enormous power to be de- 
veloped from a very small weight of machinery. Take for 
instance one of the larger class of boats ; and it will be found 
that four hundred horse-power is developed from engines 
and boilers weighing only twelve or thirteen tons. Now in 
an ordinary ship a weight of eighty to one hundred tons 
would be appropriated to machinery of equal power ; that is 
to say in the torpedo boat the ratio of power to weight of 
machinery is about seven times as great as it is in the larger

A a in one or two swift vessels building in thie country ; 
aud before long the results of actual trials will be available 
as guides for further efforts. 

War ships have to be shorter and broader than 
merchant ships, and hence require more power—a 
battle ship like the Alexandra, to use Mr. Wuire’s own 
illustration, requires nearly one horse-power per ton to 
secure fifteen knots per hour; whereas six-tenths horse- 
power per ton would give an equal speed to one ton 
weight in an ocean steamer. Hence with equal coal 
the merchant ship can be driven much further at a 
definite speed than the war ship, which latter carries 
her armor and armament, and must reduce by 
that amount of weight her possible coal supply. Mr. 
Barnaby, the English Director of Naval Construction, 
shows in like manner, by comparing the Nelson with a 
passenger ship of equal tonnage, that the former has 
1,720 tons of armor and 550 of armament, which the 
latter has not, besides 480 tons more of machinery, 
stores, and rigging. The consequence is that the 
Nelson's consumption of coal per hour is four tons to 
the passenger ship’s three, to produce 12 knots average 
speed. Thus the permanent burden of a ship’s armor 
and armament detracts from her power to make long 
voyages, and makes coaling stations abroad in time of 
war a matter of high importance. 

In three ways Mr. Wurre holds that higher speeds 
may yet be attained. First, further economies in fuel 
are possible if the practical difficulties involved in the 
construction of machinery adapted for using steam of 
higher pressures can be overcome ; but he holds that 
the best judges are not at all sanguine of the success of 
liquid fuel as a substitute for coal. Secondly, the use 
of steel instead of iron enables weight to be saved on

Thirdly, we may hope for improvements in the 
Heretofore the principles of 
heen largely experimental. Mr. 
Ware holds that the old cherished idea of ‘‘ form of 
least resistance” is almost dead ; yet much more know- 
ledge remains to be acquired. Mr. Wuire says that 
though the screw propeller has been in use for nearly 
forty years, the want of knowledge respecting its 
action has recently received very startling exemplifica 
tions: ‘‘ When the Jris was first tried, the full power 
of her engines (7,500 ho.se-power), applied on two four- 
bladed screws of 18' 6” diameter, only succeeded in 
driving her at the speed of sixteen and a half knots per 
hour. Subsequently the same engine power applied to 
two four-bladed screws of another form and of 16’ 3” 
diameter, drove the ship at the speed of 18 6-10 knots 
per hour. With these improved screws only 5,100 
horse-power was required to drive the ship sixteen and 
a half knots—an economy due to the screws alone, 
which was equal to 32 per cent. on the original per- 
formance. These results are startling, and most 
suggestive of the improvements yet possible. Who 
can say what is the power wasted by a large proportion 
of the screws now at work? Take another example. 
Messrs. YARRow have succeeded by means of a long 
series of experiments with screws of different forms, 
on increasing the speeds of a torpedo boat without 
sensibly varying the engine power from about eighteen 
knots per hour, up to twenty-two knots per hour; and 
the magnitude of this result will appear more clearly 
when I say that had the original screws been retained 
the engine power would have had to be nearly doubled 
to gain the four knots in speed.” 

Our readers will agree with us that the subject here 
opened is full of suggestiveness, and is well worthy the 
study and discussion of the officers of our Navy.

Why the French are the very poorest fighters 
in the world, and always were, unless they had a genius 
like Turrenne, Saxe, or Napoleon to lead them, (and the 
two last were not French at all.) And if we are afraid 
of another British army taking the Capitol from us 
again, let us move it, as should bc done in any event, 
out to the geographical centre cf the country. W. hat 
would St. Louis, Chicago, or (maha care to-morrow if 
the Capitol was taken and bunt? The fact of it is the 
country is now too large tv invade or tackle, and that is 
as well known abroad a+ intelligent people know it here. 
That 25,000 Frenchme: spook, though, is rich. I wonder 
would they include the 15,000 Breton heroes of Chanzy’s 
army, who wanted to kneel down and be confessed in- 
stead of charging the slow-g<ing Teuton. I am willing 
to wager to-morrow (and being of English birth and 
parentage it need not be put down as American bun- 
combe), that we could more easily invade Europe than 
Europe could invade us, and that we are a match on 
land, sad would soon be on sea, for England, France, 
and Prussia combined. By the way, is it not wonderful 
that intelligent Graphic foreign correspondent did not 
threaten us with the redoubtable French navy that 
covered itself with glory during the Frauco-Prussian 
war?

Cost or ENGLAND’s Navy —To satisfy the English- 
men that they are getting the worth of their money, 
the Pall Mail Gazette publishes an estimate, showing 
that the naval expenditure of the chief Maritime States 
is as follows: England, £10,586,903; France, £7,252,- 
839; United States, £4,700,000; Russia, £3,559,368 ; 
Germany, £2,286,839 ; ltaly, £1,772,975 ; Austria, £845, - 
264. The English expenditure is about one-third higher 
than that of France, and more than double that of any 
other power. But the object supposed to be insured by 
it differs considerably in the several countries. If a 
chief object of keeping up a naval force be the protec- 
tion of maritime commerce, we should find that to pro 
tect every 100 tons of merchant shipping sailing under 
the national flag costs annually—in France, £778; Rus- 
sia, £604; Austria, £256; Germany, £214; Italy, 
£187; United States, £175; England, £115. To protect 
every £1,000 worth of seaborne imports and exports 
takes—in Russia about £35 18s.; Austria, £28 10s.; 
France, £26 16s.; Italy, £25 8s.; Germany, £22 16s.; 
United States, £21 6s.; England, £17 5s. It further es- 
timates that the annual sum necessary to keep up on 
their present scale every ton of armored and unarmored 
fighting shipping in the sea-going squadrons, and te 
maintain the reserves and establishments as well as the 
personnel required by it, deduced from the total expen- 
diture is—in the United States, £120 4s.; in Russia, 
nearly £100; in France, £54 6s.; in Germany, £50 6s.; 
in England, £48 18s.; in Italy, £40 4s.; in Austria, 
£31 8s. The two nations whose expenditure per ton is 
less than that of England, Italy and Austria, do not 
maintain seagoing squadrons on stations at a distance 
from home ; all the others do. As the cost of the per- 
sonnel enters into the above proportion, it naturally fol- 
lows that the navies recruited by voluntary enrolment 
the sum is higher than it would be were compulsory 
service in force. Thus, in Russia, where the cost per 
ton is much above that in all other European countries, 
the average share of each member of the personnel in 
the total expenditure, £85 12s., is the lowest. Even 
here, concludes the Gazette, ‘‘that of England, £180 1s., 
is exceeded by that of the United States, France, and 
Germany. From the above statistics it is evident that 
the English Admiralty adminisiration, whether econo- 
mical or not, is at all events notably more so than that 
of any other nation. It certainly succeeds in getting 
more for each pound spent than is got by the ministry 
of marine of any foreign naval power. The costliest 
tem is, as might have been expected, the wages of each 
seaman.” 











Tue Biowine vr or tHe Loa.—The Chilian transport 
Loa, purchased at the beginning of the present war, is 
the steamer which was blown up by a torpedo in Callao 
Bay on July 3d. The affair caused great excite- 
ment in Lima, and much rejoicing among the Peruvians. 
The plan adopted was the following, as related by a 
correspondent of the Star and Herald; *‘ A Peruvian 
officer took an ordinary fruit boat, put a torpedo in the 
bottom, and over this he placed a false bottom, resting 
on springs kept down by the weight of the cargo. He 
then loaded it with a very choice assortinent of camotes, 
yueas, chirimeyas, granadillas, fowls, turkeys, green 
vegetables, etc., and towing it out toward the blockading 
squadron before daylight, set it adrift. All day loug 
the launch floated about, but the Chillians could not see 
it, until about 5 o'clock in the evening. Fearing it 
would fall into neutral hands, a boat was sent out tu 


©} caught sight of the launch and at once turred toward 
it. Seeing this the boat from shore beat a hasty retreat. 
The Loa lowered two boats to fetch in the prize, and it 
was brought alongside and the discharge at once began.

This was 
laughed at by many as the very weakest kind of a 
still the commission did not arrive, and the officer elect 
his friends were forced to acknowledge that the “curly 
head” did exist, though they could not see it. Their 
minds were set at rest, however, on Aug. 4, by the receipt 
of a special order from the Adjutant-General’s o 
ordering Col. Ryder, Brigadier-General elect, before the 
State Examining Board. This board, which consista of 
Brig.-Gen. E. L. Molineux, 11th Brigade; Col. rge D. 
Scott, 8th regiment, and Lieut.-Col. William G. Wilson, 12th 
regiment, was established by General Orders No. 5, c, 8., 
General Headquarters, 8. N. Y. It 1s constituted under sec- 
tion 101, Military Code, as follows: “ ‘The ~ 
Chief is hereby authorized, so often as he may deem that 
the good of the service requires, to appoint a military board 
or commission of not less than three nor more than five 
officers, which board is hereby invested with the powers of 
courts of iuquiry and Courts-martial ; and it shall be the 
duty of said board to examine into the physical ability, 
moral character, capability, attainments, general fitness for 
the service, and efficiency of such commissioned as 
the Commander-in-Chief may order to be thus examined,” 
The board will convene at the State Arsenal in New York 
city on Aug. 17, at 3 vp. u., and will sit with open 
full text of the order is as follows:

Aspinwall, this guard being more for the instruction of the 
men in the duties of sentinels than for actual use, the men 
being kept so busy at the firing points that they had no time 
for skylark or investigating parties. Lieutenant Aspinwall 
proved himself a capital instructor, and had his charge well 
in hand during the day. The guard was turned out in most 
excellent shape on the arrival of the inspecting —the 
Inspector-General of Rifle Practice, and the and 
I. R. P. of the 1st and 2d Divisions. In the absence of 
Decker Adjt. Murphy performed the duties of i 
inspector, tae practice being under the general su ion of 
Maj. J. J. Riker, brigade I. R. P, The day's work was com- 
menced at 100 and 150 — both fields being used, with 9 
officers and 264 men-——213 practicing, The weather was of 
the very best description, cool and pleasant, with good ligh 
but a rather troublesome left wind, which, however, did no’ 
materially interfere with the shooting at the short ranges. 
The practice was rapidly poet forward, Adjt. Murphy

having charge of the new field, while Maj. Riker 
shooting of the other half of the battalion. The rule com: 
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pelling each man to shoot with his own rifle was strictly 
enforced ; an effort, however, had been made to lighten the 
pull of the triggers, the result being that several of the 
pieces had to be condemned by the brigade inspector, the 
pull being so light that it was deemed unsafe to allow the 
men to use them. The practice in the third class was con- 
cluded before 11 o'clock, 9 ofticers and 151 men—160—quali- 
fying into the second class. This work was most gratifying, 
76 per cent. qualifying, being a very fair showing for the 
morning's work. The targets were at once changed, the 
right wing marched to the old field, and the first distance of 
the second class, 300 vards, concluded before lunch time. In 
the afternoon the wind had freshened, it being necessary to 
“hold off” the target during the 400 yards practice; added 
to this the light was very poor, a succession of light clouds 
causing repeated shadows on the face of the targets. The 
men were not experienced shots, and the light and wind 
sadly interfered with the scores. The practice was com- 
pleted at 3P.m., the result bemg the qualifying of 42 per 
cent., 8 officers and 60 men—68—obtaining the 50 per cent. 
score out of 9 officers and 151 men—160—shooting. The com- 
panies were then reformed and squaded for the file and 
volley firing, each company being under its own officers, the 
wings under the direction of Lieut.-Col. Wilson. Cos. A, E, 
F and I opened fire by file, three rounds standing and two 
kneeling. This practice was excellent, and the men having 
been thoroughly instructed in the position shot with rapidity. 
Co, F led the wing with 46 hits out of 80 shots, score 178, 
poceemegs 58. Five rounds were then delivered by volley, 
. F again leading with 59 hits, score 247, percentage 74. 
The left wing—Cos. B, G, H and I-—then took ition, 
delivering the same number of rounds by file and volley. In 
the file firing Co. B was first, 28 men practicing, with 77 hits 
out of 140 shots, score 314, percentage 55; while by volley 
Co. H was at the top, 23 men practicing, 120 rounds, 67 hits, 
score 255, percentage 56. Co. F, however, carried off the 
honors of the practice, and, though some most excellent 
volleys were delivered by the majority of the companies, 
those of Co. F were the very best. In the fil» fire Co. B de- 
livered its first round by volley. We would suggest to the 
commandants of detachments in this practice, that better 
results may be obtained if the Tactics were followed and Ist, 
3d, 2d and 4th companies fire alternately, instead of all the 
companies together. The squads being close the commands 
of one captain are apt to be executed bya cmeney on his 
ight or left.

TureTeenta New Yorx, Brooxtyy.---After innumerable 
delays and heart burnings, cong & the failure of the Rock- 
away Hotel company to fulfill their contract, the 15th New 
York went into camp for one week at Rockaway beach, on 
Monday, Aug. 2, the officers of the 13th being thoroughly 
satisfied that one week of active camp life is worth a whole 
winter's armory drill.

Some 400 
officers and men were “gf for duty on August 2. The ad- 
vance guard, under Capt. H. T. Bragg, 100 men, pitched part 
of the camp in the early morning, and on the arrival of the 
regiment things had assumed somewhat of a definite shape. 
The first day in camp was a most disagreeable one, for shortly 
before noon a heavy gale sprung up, which sent the drifting 
sand in clouds across cam and, almost blinding the 
men and rendering the pitching of the remaining tents a most 
disagreeable duty. The gale was terrific, and it was with the 
greatest difficulty that the task was accomplished and ‘‘Cam 
Cornell” perfected. In the meanwhile duty was not neglected,

How the War Department 
view criticismg on the Commaader-in-chief be segwas Army offi- 
cers, may be gathered from the excerpt which we give herewith 
as follows: “ In 1857, Captain, vow Major-General John Pope said 
in Louisville, Ky., that President Buchanan was a scoundrel and a 
traitor. Steps were taken to dismiss him from the Army by 
Court-martial, bat Secretary Floyd held that he had said nothin 
that made him liable to a Court-martia!.’’ The right of free speec 
being thus recognized.— ler Demgerat. 

The issue of this case is looked forward to with much in- 
terest by National Guardsmen, not only in New York, but in 
ev of the Union. The impression, up to the time of 
the issue of the order dismissing Major Spahn, was that a 
National Guardsman was not responsible to the military an- 
thorities for his actions as a civilian.

scribed the construction and working of the Mallory Propeller, 
by means of which ingenious apparatus a vessel can be both 


propelled and steered, the ordinary rudder being dispensed 
with. The propeller has been®fitted in an ordinary service 
45 feet pinnace, which has been built hy Mr. Samuel White, 


of East Cowes, Isle of Wight, to the order of the Admiralty. 
A series of trials of this remarkable apparatus, as fitted in 
this boat, were conducted in Portsmouth Harbor on the 30th 
ult.,'in the presence of the Controller®of the Navy and other 
officials of the Admiralty. Upon that occasion it was clearly 
demonstrated, by the performances of the boat, that a marked 
superiority was attained in manceuvring capabilities over 
those of any other appliance hitherto fitted. Her speed also 
closely approximated to that of similar boats fitted with the 
ordinary propeller. The boat was in charge of the inventor, 
Col. W. H. Mallory, of the United States Army, and the man 
ner in which she underwent the severe and exhaustive tests 
of turning circles pivoted as it were on the bow, and rotating 
in close proximity round a buoy 7 or 8 feet in length, with 
perfect ease and being manceuvred ip every possible direc- 
tion, was no less surprising than satisfactory, and she will 
prove a valuable acquisition to the Navy. We understand 
that the American Naval Department have recently fitted this 
apparatus to the torpedo ram Alarm, a veasel of much larger 
dimensions than the pinnace referred to above. The success 
of this experiment has also been clearly demonstrated by the 
results achieved during a course of interesting trials made 
for this purpose. We hope in an early number to be in a 
position to place before our readers a full description and 
particulars of the trials of both these vessels.—Jron, July 9.
